* Mr. MoCone stated that the CIA would not develop a unilateral | 
systems engineering capability and said that he clearly understood 
it was the job of the Air Force to boost recomaissance satellites | 
to orbit and to operate and control them while on orbit. 


In addition to the technology studies outlined in Mr. Vance'’s 
29 July letter to Mr. McCone, Mr. MeCone recommended that CIA do 
systez design studies. These would be conducted under Mr. Maxie 
through contracts with industry in response to work statements | 
prepared by the CIA. Apparently, Mr. Vance and Dr. McMillen agreed. 
However, they felt that SAFSP should participate in these studies 
and, in particular, in preparation of the work statements.
